A Better Way 


Lake Park High School has tried in the past to find various methods of 
improving the education it gives. It has spent some relatively large sums of 
money on various tools. such as Writers Work Bench. that are supposed to 
improve a student's education. The best way, though, to improve each 
student's education is probably the simplest way. The method is 
individualization, a method where more time is given to each individua) 
student rather than to classes as a whole. 

The best way to illustrate the merit of individualization is to look at 
two different types of students that can easily be found at Lake Park or at any 
other school. The first type is the bright, bored, and maybe mischievous 
student. Probably every student in the school could name at least one person 
who could fit in this category. These students are typically trying to find a 
challenge, but the challenge is almost never found. They look to the teachers 
to help them find the challenge, but almost all the teachers fail to help them. 
This is when the brightest students fall from the top and become 
underachievers. The problem is easy to correct. If the teachers could find 
the time to pay more attention to these students, the students’ time and 
talents would not be wasted. It is understandable that teachers are often too 
busy trying to help the rest of the class, and then rum out of time to help the 
students who easily grasp the concepts taught at school. This advocates an 
increased amount of tracking within the school. 

While the tracking will help spread out the more intelligent students 
and help their situation, it also can help another type of student, the slower 
and probably struggling student. These students are generally far from 
unintelligent. These students are primarily in need of a somewhat slower 
the average pace and individual attention. In order to satisfy the first need. a 
teacher needs to cover a single topic twice in the same day, with the second 
teaching coming from a different perspective. This gives the student 
additional time to comprehend a concept along with two ways of 
comprehension. The next step is to force each student to perform a problem 
dealing with the concept the same day it is taught. The key here, though, is 
not just forcing the student to finish a problem. It is keeping a very watchful 
eye over every student over every step of the problem. This ensures that every 
student completes the problem successfully. This method of teaching is used 
in a tutoring situation. The best tutor is the patient tutor, because the patient 
tutor will keep a watchful eye. This method of teaching is much slower and 
more time consuming than standard teaching, therefore, it is necessary to 
have an increase in tracking and a decrease in class size. 

Individualization does have one problem that must not be overlooked. 
Individualization costs more money, because additional classes need to be 
formed. That does not mean it should not be implemented. It should replace 
other projects that have not been proven or that only seem to have benefits. 
The best learning environment comes from a close human relationship that 
does not depend on extravagant teaching aides. The teacher is the most 
valuable part of the learning experience. Individualization emphasizes on 
the teaching every student. Individualization can work if there is more 
access between every student and every teacher.

A good high school counselor is 
invaluable to the student. Most students 
do not have any clue as to where to begin 
their search for a college, so they turn 
to their counselors. Preparing for college 
can be very complicated, so students rely 
on people who have some experience with 
the process- their counselors. When 
students ask for advice regarding college, 
they expect to be given a direct answer, 
or at least to have their options explained 
so that they may make a decision.
